It  doubtless  will  be  noted  that  the  estimated  population 
(Registrar  General* s figures)  has  risen  by  4^0  to  9>  350# 

The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  increase  and  the  doath  rate  from 
all  causes  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  are  less  than  in  1956, 

No  deaths  have  been  recorded  from  puerperal  causes  and  once  again 
the  death  rate  from  ordinary  infectious  diseases  shows  a "nil"  return, 

A good  start  has  been  made  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  but 
the  stringent  economies  and  raising  of  the  bank  rate  announced  by  the 
Government  towards  the  end  of  the  year  may  cause  a slowing  of  progress  in 
this  direction, 

I take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record  my  thanks'. to'  colleaguos 
and  Council  for  the  help  and  backing  they  have  given  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  ••DISEASES 

There  has  been  a marked  drop  in  notification  of  the  ordinary  infectious 
diseases  this  year.  Thirty-throe  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with 
198  in  1956. 


HOUSING 


A good  start  has  been  raado  in  carrying  out  the  Five  Year  Programrao  of 
clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  twenty  seven  houses  have  been  condeoned  under 
the  Housing  Acts.  They,  along  with  the  re-housing  of  tenants  from  the  Long 
Rows,  pose  quite  a financial  and  adninistrativo  probloin  which  nay  cause  a hitch 
in  the  progress  of  the  progranne. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE 

ACT 

Two  cases  were  dealt  with  under  the  Act.  In  one,  however,  the  person 
concerned  agreed  to  go  into  an  institution  after  proceedings  had  been  initiated 
and  there  was  no  need  in  this  case  for  Court  action.  The  brief  details  are 
herewith  set  out. 

Mr.  T.  R.  aged  85  years. 

This  old  gentleman  had  been  under  observation  for  some  months  and  was 
being  looked  after  by  a neighbour.  He  refused  offers  of  institutional 
accommodation  but  his  general  condition  gradually  deteriorated  and  it  was 
decided  to  put  the  Act  into  operation. 

Before  the  case  came  to  Court,  however,  ho  agreed  to  go  to  Scarsdale, 

He  died  in  the  institution  five  weeks  after  admission. 


Mrs,  F,  F, 


This  old  lady  lived  alone  but  had  a daily  help.  She  became  ill  and  her 
Medical  Practitioner  tried  to  persuade  her  to  go  to  hospital  but  she  refused. 
She  was  mentally  confused  and  as  it  was  impossible  to  get  a person  to  live  in 
the  house,  an  Emergency  Order,  under  the  Act,  was  obtained  and  she  was  admitted 
to  hospital.  Later  an  extension  of  the  throe  weeks  Order  was  obtained  but  the 
old  lady  died  some  four  weeks  after  admission.

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

Another  year  has  passed  without  a part  time  Rodent  Operator,  whithout 
which  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  efficient  service*  In  spite  of  modem  methods 
and  poisons  the  incidence  of  infestations  of  Rats  and  Mice  shown  no  tondancy  to 
decrease*  A new  poison  Sodium  Fluoracetate  ("lOSO") 

was  approved  by  the  Ministry  for  sewor  treatments*  The  great  majority  of 
treatments  have  been  carried  out  with  warfarin*  Bait  preservatives  such  as 
Paranitrophenol  and  Dehydroacetic  Acid  (for  use  with  Warfarin)  have  been  officially 
approved*  Your  Inspector  attended  a one  day  refresher  course  on  Rodent  Control 
on  the  31st  October* 

The  annual  sewer  test  was  undertaken  in  November  when  18  manholes  selected 
to  cover  the  whole  of  the  sewered  area  of  the  Urban  District,  were  baited  with 
damp  sausage  rusk*  It  v/as  pleasing  to  record  a completely  negative  take* 

It  has  been  difficut  to  control  rat  infestations  on  the  refuse  tip  because 
of  the  larg  area  involved  plus  the  adjoining  allotments,  duo  to  the  lack  of 
a trained  Rodent  Operator*

HOUSING 

The  first  time  for  several  years  no  Council  Houses  have  been  built. 

This  has  meant  only  slow  progress  during  the  year  with  the  Slum  Clearance 
programr-ie,  and  no  further  Clearance  Areas  have  been  declared,  although  the 
advanced  stage  has  now  been  reached  on  the  Long  Rows  project.  Several  of  those 
houses  should  be  cleared  during  1958*  The  last  of  the  tenants  in  Eyre  Street 
Clearance  Area  lias  been  rehoused,  and  demolitions  were  conmenced  towards  the 
end  of  the  year*  Rehousing  of  the  occupants  of  the  Peters  Square  Clearance 
Area  has  progressed,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  4 of  these  houses  were 
occupied* 
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Four  grants  for  the  InprovGment  of  houses  were  approved  during  the  year, 
three  of  which  were  completed  plus  a further  three  from  the  previous  year.  The 

nutibor  of  applications  rocoivod  can  only  be  described  as  disappointing,  for  there 
aro  a considerable  number  of  houses  in  Clay  Cross  which  coulc  benefit  from  this 
scheme. 

The  Ront  Act,  1957  cano  into  force  in  July©  Seldom  has  an  Act  of  Parliament 
received  such  widespread  publicity,  but  after  such  initial  interest  a large 
proportion  of  tenants  seems  to  have  become  completely  apathetic.  Only  21 
applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  had  been  received  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  although  it  is  lilcely  that  many  more  tenants  had  reached  agreements  with 
their  landlords.  Most  tenants  seem  quite  willing  to  pay  extra  rent  provided 
that  repairs  aro  carried  out,  A large  amount  of  time  was  spent  in  giving  advico 
to  landlords  and  tenants  about  this  rather  complicated  Act, 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

This  year  stared  badly  with  an  acute  shortage  of  labour.  This  was  overcome 
by  the  Spring,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  work  progressed  more 
smoothly  and  more  efficiently  than  in  any  previous  year  in  my  e^q^orienco. 

The  average  of  tho  men  is  now  much  lower,  and  time  lost  through  sickness  the  lowest 
for  six  years*  Four  of  the  new  recruits  were  accepted  into  tho  Council's 
Superannuation  Scheme-,  The  workmen  have  received  their  annual  wage  award,  and 
an  already  expensive  service  becomes  more  expensive.  Approximately  80^  of  tho 
total  budget  for  Refuse  Collection  is  accounted  for  by  workmen's  wages. 

Mechanical  loading  seems  to  offer  the  only  hope  of  substantial  economies. 

Incentive  bonus  schemes  have  given  good  results  in  neighbouring  areas, 

r 

Street  Cleansing  in  tho  centre  of  the  town  has  been  carried  out  regularly 
and  efficiently,  and  it  has  also  been  possible  to  give  more  attention  (though  not 
enough)  to  other  areas  of  tho  town.  351  street  gullies  were  cleansed  during 
May  by  a Gully  Emptier  hired  from  Chesterfield  Borough  Council,  Some  of  -the 
older  and  smaller  capacity  gullies  have  in  addition  been  emptied  by  hand  as 
required. 


REFUSE DISPOSAL 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  boon  carried  out  at  tho 
Chesterfield  Road  Tip,  It  is  estimated  that  more  than  3,300  tons  of  refuse  aro 
collected  cJid  disposed  of  annually. 

By  tho  end  of  -bhe  year  it  was  definite  that  tho  fires  started  during  the 
sumr.ior  of  1955  had  at  long  last  died  out.  This  fact  alone  omphasisos  tho  need 
for  bettor  tip  maintenance,  for  there  was  a danger  at  one  tino  that  any  extension 
of  those  fires  would  have  put  tho  tip  out  of  coi  n'dssion,  and  it  would  have  boon 
nocessary  to  secure  another  tipping  site. 

The  front  area  of  the  tip,  used  to  store  soil  for  tho  rodevelopmont  of  -tho 
Long  Rows  has  lookod  very  untidy,  but  I am  hoping  to  resumo  cultivation  of  this 
aroa  in  195B,  and  also  to  extend  this  area. 
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Cricket  infestations  were  not  a problen,  partly  duo  to  tho  poor  suni-icr 
and  partly  to  regular  dressings  with  B H C Powder,
